which being nearly entirely covered with 
water all the ytiar round, tho eovernment, 
after causing full oiuiuiiy, had agreed that 
if-^reolalmed' it should bo granted 'at 
the rate of §1 an acre instead of §2.50 an 
acre.

Had it boon 
a larj;er tratisaction, however, tho house 
would have been given an opportunity of 
assenting to the scheme, prorid'^ig it to 
have been 6f such a magnitude aa call 
for... such consideration,' Small coloni/.a- 
tibn schemes of this kind which would 
civiliee'the wosfcoast'of our island, so to 
speak, and settle the luiinerouii spots ao 
favorable for the estiibli^hnicnt of hamlets 
of hardy fishermen would be beytmd tho 
discretion of tho government by the re- 
trogreaaivo step proposed. Wlien tho 
power the clause gave had been abused 
by tho government it would bftimo 
enough to take such an' araendment as 
that put forward fur conaideration . Tho 
honorablo the leador of the oppoaition 
had made a miataUo which (Mr. Rob- 
son thought) he very often made, and that 
Wa6 binding and tying and- d^grorBng in a 
picayunish way, endeavoring^toinoulcato 
a oiroutpBcribing' principle simply to re- 
lieve tho govorriment of a certain reapon- 
aibility. Ha would cry shame upon any 
government that would seek to .shirk any 
responsibility which it waa ita duty to 
assume in advancing tho intereata of tho 
whole country.

'Liddell, jr., of Greenwood, a friend of 
Moore's, happened to meet Brown and 
made some all usiona to his treatment of 
Moore..' Brown gave him an impudent 
reply, and Liddell started at him and was 
prevented by bystanders from attacking 
him. The negro then went and armed 
himself and induced others to do like- 
wise. They stationed themselves behind 
trees, and when Liddell came after supper 
from the hotel he saw them and asked 
what they meant, whereupon Ed. Brown 
responded, "It waa none of his business." 
At that Liddell struck at Ed. Brown with 
hia fist, and Ed. and Charles Brown (Iur 
brother) , both simultaneously fired upun 
Liddell, one ball striking the elbow of iiis 
right arm. About this time some fifteen 
or twenty shots were fired from difreront 
quarters. Liddell pulled his pistol and 
hit Ed. Brown in the abdomen and re- 
ceived a shot in the neahy part of hie log. 
Chaa. Brown -was ahot in- the shoulder. 
The persona who' had' takon part in the 
fray were examined and bailed to appear 
at the next circuit court. On the 12tli 
inat., thoy made an afllidavit against Juiucm 
Liddell and others, including souio of tho 
best citizens of tho place and men who 
knaw nothing of tho difJiciilty, charging 
them with assaulting with intent to murder, 
in the 'previous diflloulty. Pro'vious to tlio 
opening of the trial yesterday Brown boast- 
ed on. the street that he had his boi'iyguard 
and would shoot ^iie Ih-st nuiin who made a 
move in his diieotiou. The case was callo'i 
at noon, .when the court Louse immediute'y 
filled 'wKU' negroes who ataUoood themseh os 
around and about the' E'rown brothers. Tho 
attorneys were proceeding with tho ease 
when there suddenly appeared about a 
htiudred white men, all wellarmed. Perceiv- 
ing their entrance, Ed. Brown drew his pistol 
aud fired in the direction of Liddell, wh" 
was between his attorneys, and thereniioii 
the firing .becatiae general.

ENGLAND. 
M.kNcuKsrKH. March 18.— A numberof 
unemployed workmen becoming ruatless

-iota in the streets to-day, and threatened 
to attack jewelry stores 3i!d'tO"lt)Ot'shDpa 
generally. A low drapers'' atbreS ^had 
llioir windows smashed. 

LoNDO.v, March 18. — Mr. Olndatono 
thia evening in replying to J. ISuaton, con- 
aervative member of Belfast, declined to 
recommend to the Ouoen the appointment 
of a day for national humiliation and 
prayer, because of tho distress previilont 
.imoiig the poor and unemployed of the 
kingdom. The premier said th:it had as 
the distress was it did not justify the ac- 
tion proposed. 

Mr. Robert Bannatyae Fi ilay, liberal 
member for Inverness, moved in the house 
of commons this evening, theseci^iid read- 
ir.g of hia church of Scotland bill. This 
opposes the di3eBtabli»limeiii and favors 
such reform of tho c^iurch as would prac- 
tically amount to reconatrudtion: ^ It 
aims, for instance, at removing all th6 ob- 
stacles which now exist to tho reunion of 
tho Kreu church and the United Fresby- 
turiaii .v'tli tliu Established Church. 
Scotch radicals are determined in tlioir 
opposition to this measure, and in thia 
receive the assistance of Parnellites; in- 
deed many PurnolUto members cancelled 
their engagements to speak in tho provin- 
ces to-n<i{ht, in order to be present in the 
house. After a long discussion Mr. Fin- 
lay's motion was rejected by a vote of 202 
to 177. 

The government has ordered the rqhs- 
to ma otlicers of Great Britain to , report 
the purchase or order by Greece of any 
vessels for either war or commercial pur- 
poses. 

London, March 17. — NumerDUs moot- 
ings iu honor of >St. J'atrick's day were 
held throughout tho kingdom. The 
gatherings were mostly quiet. Mr. 
O'Connor, speaking at Liverpool, said, 
the poai'.ion of the English purties was 
auch aa to excite surprise and disgust.

from the ministry. The patriotic union 
of London has adopted resolutions strong- 
ly opposing homo rule. 

At the banquet in honor of ,St. Put- 
rick's Day given at tho Cannon Street 
Hotel thia evening, there wore 800 guests, 
including Earl Aberdeen and many 
Parnejlite members of parliament., :Many 
telegrams were read expreaaing confidence 
in Mr. Parnell and the Irish commons. 
Mr. Edward Dwyor Gray, who presided, 
represented Mr, Parnell, who was unwell. 
Amid great enthusiasm ho proposed tho 
toiiat "Ireland a Nation," adding that if 
ever a race on tho globe had proved their 
right to natiimalism, the Irish had done 
ao in a[)ito of centuries of bitter struggles, 
sacriiicea and unequalled aufl'ering, Aa 
Irishmen they were dotermiiiod to obtain 
tho right of nationality, and never was 
tlioir determination stronger than ^now. 
Ho hoped Mr. Gladstone would be enabled 
to aolve the problem. Irishmen wished 
to logialato for themselves in their own 
country, and would loyally accept any 
measure giving them that privilogo, thus 
benefitting both countries instead' of en- 
dangering the empire. ^ Other toasts fol- 
lowed. Mr., O'Brien, ; proaiding over a| 
meetingof 400^Iri8hmen at St. Oeprge'ai 
Hall' iirJBrMlfo'rtf," this'' evening) mfide a 
apeech in which ho said Icoland'e pros- 
pects were never bi-ightor than now. It 
would not bo tho fault of the Parnullitua 
if tho moat promising chance affecting^-tho 
reconciliation of two people ahaulHb^,' vain- 
ly and wickedly sacrificed. 

Attorney-ri^eneralJ^uasel^WaB banquet-!

Dear Sir, — I Ipon the question of the 
mayor's vote iu the council, submitted by 
resolution at the last meeting, I cannot do 
better thnii repeat the anbataiico of an opin- 
ion which I had the honor to "siTbrnii to the 
aiayos audcounoillora in February, 188*2. 

The council consists of oonnoillors 
and a mayor (raun. act, 1S81, sec. 11,) and 
all qiieBtions that may come before the 
couucil are, except whero otherwise ex- 
pressed, to be decided by the majority of 
the members of the council who shall bo 
present at any meeting iu pursuance of the 
act (sec. (52). Tho mayor being one of 
I thbs^'i&ienljfe:^^ (sec. 10) ia entitled to vote 
lin'') the fiisiJuBianco, tiuless there ia some 
i othec'^provision . disqualifying him. This 
I plainly appears by comparing ate. G2 of our 
'act with the borreaponding section of tho 
municipal corporations act of England, from 
whieh it ia takeu,^5 and 6 VfUl. 4, o. 70, 
see. G9: "That all acts authorized or re- 
quired by virtue of this act to be done by 
tho council of auch borough, may be done 
and deoidod by the majority of tho mem- 
bers of ^ the council, who shall be present at 
any uioetiug, aud at all aneh moetiuga tho 
mayor, if present, shall ))reside; aud the 
mayor shall have a secciul or casting vote 
ill all cases of equality of votes." It ia to 
bo observed that the words "second or cast- 
ini; vote" do not create the original right 
lu voio, out only recognizes u aa 
been created by tho pi ovious words, which 
are ideutical with those of the British Col- 
umbia act. Tho omission of the words 
"second or" in the local act cannot de- 
prive the right conferred upon biui aa a 
member 6f'the council. The ease of Beg. 
vs. Stanley, 1 1 ad. and E., 809, indicates 
that thisright can only be taken away by 
express enactment. " ' '

fighting, cooks if they increase it to 
Sl'O; but that is the end, for they 
immediately stake tho $10 and lose it. 
There are ex- railroad presidents, ex-bank 
presidents and ax-evorybodys. ' It is aad 
to see them, and sadder to hear them talk; 
but it is the old story of fortunes thrown 
away in gambling -for Wall street oper- 
ating', as usually conducted on margin, is 
gambling Simon Pure, and you cannot 
make anything else of it. Jitineteen .out 
of twenty of the men who engage in it, 
leave money. They afv/ays have some 
good explanation of why they fail, but 
the fact remains that thay do fail. And 
that should bo convincing and should 
servo as a warning. 

Three-quarters of Wall street operators 
of to-day are striving, not to increase 
their fortunes, but to get back 
what they liaveT"' lost. There is a 
fascination about winning a few hundred 
dollars that overbalances the regret of 
losing a few thousand. A man will lose 
four times running and yet go in the fifth 
time with an asauraiice within him that 
he can win back all he lost. If bechances 
to win $1000 after he has lostS-iOOO ho in- 
stantly believes that he can make hia for- 
tune. Uq never loser that belief while 
ho haa §100 remaining, and when tho hun- 
dred ia broken he repairs to t, bucket- 
shop — havi'iig" becoine a 'ghost, of 'Wall 
street — firm in the belief that on a cash 
capital of §10 oi §20 he will recupcrato 
enough tn take him back into a regular 
broker's oQico whBro he will pile up the 
money untilili.e.i.8 rich^again. And so he 
gainblea every cent on which ha can put 
hands.

The country la 
overstocked with lnwytti-t and do^tora,' 
and althou.^^h it will be always true in re- 
gard to theae professions that "there ia 
plenty of room ui)stairB," in the higher 
ranks of b^tli, yet at tho botbmi, and to 
the new beginner in either, it ia [('strug- 
gle for oxiateiico. Trade, too, is over- 
tlono. There are more merchants and 
traders than are sufbcient to transaL-t the i 
mercantile buaiiiess of auch a country as 
ours. To the loss ambitious young man, 
who would think to leave the farm for 
the chance' of becoming' k h'olol-li'eSper, 
tho proprietor of a livery stabnjl""6if=any.

answer that every business, liianufactiire, 
an industrial calling ocoiiiiiea a field al- 
ready full to overllowing.
